WASHINGTON, February 2,-In the 


Senate an amendment was presentee 
to the tariff bill which provides for the 
coinage of silver and for the purchase 


Of 145,125 ounces of fine gold monthly 


tbe State rerenue in the several coun- 
ties for that year to have been $284,448- 
BT. Of this, osnmitting fractions of 
dollars, Churchill county paid $5,641, 
at a cost of collection to the State of 
$870; Douglas paid $8,575, cost of col- 
lection $664; Elko paid $45,095, cost 
$3,039; Esmeralda paid $9,306, cost 
$1,358; Eureka paid $17,402, cost $1,794; 
Hamboldt paid $32,524, cost $1,918, 
lender paid $13,938, cost $1,208, Lin- 
coln paid $4,239, cost $842; Lyon paid 
$13,181,coat $1,689; Nye paid $4,081, cost 
$616; Ormsby paid $18,406, cost $2,521; 
Storey paid $19,719, cost $1,798; Washoe 
paid $50,332, cost $2,&52. White Pine 
paid $6,003, cost $780. 


What the taxpayers are interested in 


knowing is, why the cost to the State of 
collecting $18,406 in Ormsby county is 
$169 more than the cost of collecting 
$50,33.4 m Washoe county ? Why is it 
that the State has to pay $1,798 for col- 
lecting $19,719 in "Sirey when Washoe 
collects $50,332 or /fcate money for 
$2,352 ? There is an injustice in this 
and somebody is •wrong*'!. 


The Controller's report also shows 


that Storey county, which polled 2,183 
votes paid only $1,576 poll tax, though 
Washoe, which polled only 1,628 votes 
paid $2,563 poll tax. Again Ormsby 
county, which polled 859 votes paid 
only $949 poll tax, while Humboldt 
county, which polled only 801 votes, 
paid $1,218 poll tax, and Elko county 
•which polled 1,164 votes paid only $1,327 
poll tax, or $109 more than Humboldt, 
which polled 363 le&s votes. 


It is very evident from these figures, 


which are official, that some counties 
are being favored at the expense of 
others. Why should it cost the State 
more to collect taxes in Ormsby or 
Storey county than in Washoe ? Is 
there any known reason why there 
should be such a discrepancy between 
the number of voters and the receipts 
from poll tax m Storey, ElLo and 
Ormsby, as compared with Washoe and 
Humboldt? 
It in scrtrcely possible 


that there ars a larger number of per- 
sona in proportion to population ex- 
empt from payment of poll tax m 
Ormsby, Elko aud 
Storey than in 


Wushoe mid Humboldt. All male per- 
sons between 21 and 60 years of age, 
whether citizens or aliens, are liable 
to pay poll tax.

In commenting upon the suggestion 
iLo Neat says:

co.xJ. Lie made tit the Midwinter Fair 
iii San Francisco, between irrigation 
aud rainfall products. Judge A. H 
C7reenhalge, a recognized authority on 
agricultural and horticultural makers, 
who resides in Nye county, Nevada, 
valorously challenged the 
rainfall 


region of the Pacific Coast to a compar- 
ative showdown with the irrigation dis- 
tricts in the production of both fruits 
and cereals and strange to say, Cal- 
ifornia, through its fair management, 
has thwarted m every way possible 
this proposed contest, and Nevada is 
somevihat disappointed because her 
people enjoy none of the benefits de- 
rived from a nntur.il rainfall. 


"It is not too late, however, to force 


a friendly comparison between the irri- 
gated and non-irrigated regions. The 
San Francisco Midwinter Fair will be 
iu the zenith of its glory six months 
hence and in full blast next Autumn. 
The Pacific Coast people are not regu- 
lated by weather conditions o- seasons 
and they know a good advertising me- 
dium when they see it. 


" Now, let Nevada renew her challenge 


to California for a competiti- o exhibit 
of rainfall and irrigation products, and 
press the gage of peaceful war, and 
Colorado will in turn suppoit her. In- 
vite Oregon, California and Washing- 
ton to do their level best with rainfall 
products and if necessary call in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and the Dakotas to 
strengthen their exhibit. 
Then let 


Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona and 
the irrigated regions of Southern Cal- 
ifornia enter the list with brave little 
Nevada and there will never again be a 
comparative competition between irri- 
gation and rainfall products in the 
United States. By all means and by 
all friendly influences let us have this 
competition." 


SENATOR JONES made a speech, which 


fllla about 100 pages of the Congressional 
Record, and refutes the arguments of 
the Wall Street combination, yet that 
does not satisfy Nevada goldbugs that 
he ia not with them.

The Speaker had recognized Catch- 


ings from the Committee on Rules to 
report a rule setting aside to-day, 
Saturday and Monday for considera- 
tion of the McCreary Hawaiian resolu- 
tion, the vote to be taken at 4 P. ai. on 
Monday, the minority report to be 
taken up. 


Boutelle at once began clamoring for 


recognition to call up his Hawaiian 
resolution, but the Speaker declined 
to recognize him till the committee 
report was read. 


Then, 
being recognized, Boutelle 


raised a point of order that the report 
of the committee could not displace a 
privileged resolution affecting the very 
ejflstence of the House, and asked that 
this privileged question be submitted 
to the House. 


The Speaker said that if there was 


a ay impropriety in the course com- 
plained of, it was laid at the door of 
the House, not to the Speaker, as the 
House has superseded the 
ordinary 


rules to allow of such reports as the 
one complained of. It was for the 
House to say whether it would con- 
sider the committee's resolution or that 
of Boutelle. 


The previous question was ordered 


and fifteen minutes allowed to each 
side. 


Boutelle spoke briefly, sarcastically 


touching the alleged arbitrary course 
of the Speaker, and was followed by 
Burrows and Beed, the latter declaring 
the successive rulings of the Sneaker 


utter absurdities, and said the 


House was getting into a position in 
which it could not supervise its own 
existence. 


By this time the House was all at- 


tention and Catchings rose to explain 
the action of the committee, which, he 
said, was considered the quickest and 
most effective way for the House to 
determine what it would do.

The 
subject appeared to have little interest 
for the House and few members re- 
mained.

Report and Honor Kolls for tl»c 


of January, 1894. 


RENO. Nevada, January 31, 1894. 


To tfif board <>j xchool trustees: Gen- 


tlemen: — I herewith respectfully sub- 
mit my report of the public schools of 
Reno for the month ending January 
26, 1894. 


The enrollment for the month was 


552, as against 509 in January, 1891; 531 
in January, 1892, and 512 in January, 
1893. -I have no record of enrollment 
prior to 1891. The prevalence of 
measles has interfered somewhat with 
our work of late. 
Fortunately for 


those affected, tho disease is in a very 
mild form. 


We have our spare moments occu- 


pied now in getting ready for making 
a school exhibit for the Midwinter Fair 
at San Francisco. The preparation of 
the exhibit will be beneficial to the 
schools, in my judgment, if the right 
kind of work is undertaken. It should 
be in the direct line of the best school 
work, which it should round out and 
illustrate. It may thus be made to 
promote good taste, accuracy and 
thoughtful application. 


The bi-weekly meetings of teachers 


are productive of much beneficial re- 
sults. At a recent meeting, Miss F. E. 
Short gave us illustrative class work 
in drawing, which was very instruct- 
ive. 
Drawing is yearly becoming p 


more important feature of good school 
work, and the improved system we are 
now using will, if rightly taught for a 
few years, greatly euhance the useful- 
ness of the public schools.

Storm Waves and Warm Waves—Weather 


Changes and Warnings.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo, February 2.—My 


last bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
waves to cross the continent 
from 


the 6th to the 10th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific coast about the 10th, 
cross the western mountains about the 
llth, the Great Central valleys from the 
12th to the 14th and the Eastern States 
about the 15th. Not much rainfall 
from thia disturbance except in lim- 
ited localities. 


The fourth disturbance of February 


will rea( h the Pacific coast about the 
16th, cross the western mountains by 
the close of the 17th, the Great Central 
valleys from the 18th to the 20th, and 
the Eastern States about the 21st, This 
will be a dry storm except in a few 
localities. It will have considerable 
force on the Pacific coast about the 
17th and on the Atlantic about the 
21st. 


Warm waves will cross the western 


mountains about the 10th and 16th, the 
Great Central valleys about the 12th 
and 18th and the eastern States about 
the 14th and 20tb. Cool waves will 
cross the western mountains about the 
18th and 19th, the Great Central val- 
leys about the 15th and 21st and the 
Eastern States about the 17th and 23d. 


The coldest weather will be in the 


Eastern States about the 22d or 23d 
and the greatest rains or snows in the 
same section about the 21st. 


The month of March will be a drouth 


breaker and will cause floods in some 
of the Southern States. 


CAST THEIB SHADOWS BEFOBE. 


The coming weather events always 


send out warnings far in advance; cast 
their shadows before. When you are 
looking for a storm wave don't strain 
your eyes for cloud belts. The deep 
blue sky with no cloud's in sight is a 
better indication of a coming storm 
than a veil of lifeless and shapeless 
clouds. The latter often indicate fail- 
weather while the former is almost a 
certain indication of an approaching 
storm, full of energy. 


The storm center, or low barometer, 


of greatest force most effectually clears 
the skies surrounding it. The air 
from every direction is rushing toward 
the low, and carrying to it the trans- 
parent moisture of the atmosphere and 
the outlaying clouds, just as our solar 
system in its journey of 26,000 years 
around the common center of the 
starry heavens, draws to its center the 
comets or meteoric swarms that have 
been formed or drawn into its path 
since it passed that way 26,000 years 
before. There are beautiful harmonies 
in nature when we once learn the law 
that governs. 


When a storm wave is due it is im- 


possible in long range forecasts, to in- 
dicate how far behind the cool wave 
will be, but the observer can know 
long enough in advance to be of prac- 
tical benefit. Generally not more than j 
two days will elapse from the time 
that the front of the low reaches you 
till the cool wave will greet you and 
when the principal part of the low is 
south und the north part approaches 
you from the west, usually indicated 
by an east wind, probabilities a.r-6 that 
the cool wave will reach you about the 
time that the center of the low passes 
your meridian to the south of you. 


If the principal part of the low is 


passing north of you, indicated by a 
south wind changing to the west, the 
cool wave will be longer in reaching 
your locality. 


WHEN FORECASTS FAIL. 


During August, 
September 
and 


October, from one to three tropical 
hurricanes pass through the West 


each month and encroach on 


the Missouri and Mississippi valleys 
and as the hurricanes move northeast 
up the Atlantic coast the cold wave 
forma in eastern Canada and moves 
into the Northeastern States. At~such 
times all forecasts fail. The weather 
bureau has not furnished sufficient in- 
formation as to these tropical hurri- 
canes to enable meteorologists to learn 
their periods. But the time approach- 
es when we will be able to forecast the 
tropical hurricane, and then serious 
errors will be largely eliminated from 
long range forecasts. In these fore- 
casts the word 'meridian' is often used. 
This has reference to the magnetic, 
and not the geographical meridian. 
The central magnetic meridian used is 
about parallel with the Mississippi 
river, and it runs about parallel with 
the geographical meridians but east 
and west of thafthey vary. The latter 
point toward the north pole of the 
earth, while the former point to and 
converge at the magnetic north pole 
near 97 west and 70 north, or twenty 
degrees south of the geographical 
north pole. 


In the long range .forecasts the storm 


wave is made the key and governs 
all other weather changes. The exact 
point at which .the center of a low will 
cross your magnetic meridian cannot 
yet be foretold, but approximately we 
can know whether the low will pass 
through the Northern or Southern 
States and therefore can know, approx- 
imately, whether cold or only moder 
ately cool weather will follow. 


All the weather changes depend on 


the location and movements of the low 
in summer and the high in winter. The 
magnetic currents move toward the 
sun through the low and therefore 
when the sun is south in winter the 
currents come down through the highs 
in the northern 
hemisphere, pass 


through the earth under the equator 
and rise coward the sun through the 
low. 
This is reversed in summer and 


the low becomes the ruling force in the 
northern hemisphere and the high in 
the southern. These plain lessons' in 
meteorology will enable readers of 
these bulletins to better understand 
the forecasts and all who read care- 
fully will know more about weather 
indications when I am through the 
discussion.

of the Syr Daiia and the Zaraishan, 
have givca a very great development 
to tbo cultivation of cotton, and with 
tho view ot increasing the yield and al- 
so tho quality have introduced several 
American varieties of the plant, notably 
tho upland. 
At first tho natives were 


so prejudiced against the new plants 
that the experiments failed, but the 
Russians persevered, and whereas nine 
years ago Toorki&tan produced only

rubles the quantity exported in 1890 
was about 2,000,000 poods, of an esti- 
mated value of 18,000,000 rubles.

multaneously with this rapid estension 
in the cultivation of American cotton 
in Toorkistan, factories are being built 
for cleaning the cotton before exporting 
it to Russia in Europe, and at the be- 
ginning of this year more than 50 such 
factories were -already open.—Revue 
Scientifique.

Ivory Carving In China and Japan. 


In China and Japan ivory has been 


carved, UK> ivoiy halls inclosed inside 
one another 
being specially noted. 


Many theories have been formed as to 
how those balls have been cut. Perhaps 
a probable one is that a ball of ivory 
was taken, around the upper and lower 
ends of which four small holes were 
carved ont, gradually diminishing in 
size toward the center until the axis of 
the one hole met the axis of the other 
or lower one at right angles in tho cen- 
ter of the ball, and that then small 
tools were inserted, and a thin layer of 
ivory, terming a part of a circle from 
one hole to its lower corresponding one, 
was cut and loosened -jrom the whoie 
mass. 
Sc, gradually cutting from one 


hole to the next one, a complete inner 
circle was eventually loosened, the cir- 
cles themselves afterward being cut into 
the required pattern.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.
